Washington, Jan. 25—Powerful for­ 
ces were at work today to prevent the 
agricultural conference from going on 
record in favor of Henry Ford's Mug 
cie Shoals offer, the St. Lawrence riv 
er canalization project, and the farm 
bloc. 
Fertilizing and other big interests 
are opposing Ford; New York. New 
Jersey, New England and other Atlan­ 
tic coast states are fighting the St. 
Lawrence project, and administration 
forces are laboring against the farm 
bloc. 
Leaders in the conference are con­ 
sidering the incorporating 
and 
en­ 
dorsement of these three issues in the 
program for agricultural relief. 
The 
American Farm Bureau Federation is 
leading tile fight in favor of the Mils 
cie Shoals and the St. Lawrence proj 
ect, and in this it has the support of 
the majority of farm interests at the 
conference. 
The farm representatives stand as 
a unit in favor of the farm projects. 
Of these three issues the bitterest bat­ 
tle is on the canalization project. This 
is being fought out in the water trans­ 
portation committee of which J. N. 
Howard, as president of the American 
Farm Bureau Federation, is chairman. 
Congressman Peter G. Peneyck is a 
member. 
Peneyck is leading the op­ 
position to the St. Lawrence project. 
It is understood that some of the east­ 
ern bureaus of the farm bloc are sup­ 
porting him and threatening to break 
away if the committee endorses the 
project. 
Howard has announced him­ 
self whole heatedly in favor of the 
project for the same reason that he 
supports the Muscle Shoals—the bene­ 
fit in store for the vast number of 
farmers. 
Resistance from the., east is 
due to a fear that a huge slash of the 
ocean going business will be lost to 
the interior. 
Howard’s organization, 
the National Farmers Unit and other 
powerful farm organizations are for 
the Ford Muscle Shoals project be­ 
cause they believe he is the only one 
who has shown a sincere desire to 
open up power possibilities 
of 
the 
Tennessee river and the vast wealth 
locked up in the 
Tennessee 
moun­ 
tains. 
“Operation of the nitrate plant 
providing cheap fertilizer would mere­ 
ly be the first step in the regenera­ 
tion of the south,’' said Howard.

tung is not settled in Washington now. 
Shantung is today the sole unsolved 
major problem of the conference, and 
the end of the conference for the first 
time is definitely In sight. 
The hest 
guess now is the latter part, of next 
week. 
The naval treaty lacks only the fin 
ishing touches and inclusion of Ar­ 
ticle X IX —the Pacific fortifications 
lause. 
Of this a compromise 
has 
been 
reached, as stated yesterday by the 
United Press. 
The Bonin islands will 
be regarded as a part of the Japanese 
homeland—a concession to Japanese 
pride—but in turn Japan will agree 
that they not be fortified. 
Tokio. how 
ever, must O. K. this final arrange­ 
ment, making a delay of a few days. 
The four-power treaty scope will he 
defined by exchange of notes, as al­ 
ready stated, so that its operation 
will exclude the mainland of Japan. 
Drafting of the nine-power treaty 
with China is expected to require only 
i short time as this work will mainly 
>e to insert the gist of the Root and 
other resolutions already definitely ap­ 
proved.

Wing1 Counties Acquainted With 
Pioneer of Onamia 


FUNERAL AT ONAMIA TUESDAY 


At One Time With Brainerd As His 
Headquarters he Built Culverts 
and Bridges for N. P. 


Residents of Morrison, Todd, Crow 
Wing and Mille Lacs counties, who 
were acquainted with him in a busi­ 
ness or social way, mourn the death of 
Charles Gravel, Sr., a pioneer who 
died at his home in Onatnia. 
The 
funeral was held from the Catholic 
church tu O nam ia on Tuesday m o rn ­ 
ing. 
Death resulted from 
a 
paralytic 
stroke nearly two weeks ago. 
He was 
78 years old. 
He is survived by a 
widow, seven children and 21 g ran d ­ 
children; three brothers and two sis­ 
ters. 


C harles Gravel, Sr., w as educated 
in the public schools of Canada and 
lived in the Dominion of Canada u n ­ 
til 21 years old, having learned the 
carp en ter trade under the direction 
of his fath er, who. ta u g h t the trade 
to all his seven sons. 
“ W hen 
Mr. 
Gravel w as 21 years old he removed 
to Fond du 
Lac, 
Wis., 
w here 
h.' 
worked as a carpenter for the govern­ 
m ent for two years at 
Leech 
Lake, 
Minn., a fte r which, 
in 
p artn ersh ip 
w ith a Mr. Lee, father of the Hon. W. 
E. Lee of Long 
Prairie, 
Minn., 
he 
built a saw mill at Red Lake, Minn. 
He then re tu rn ed to Little R ills and 
sh ortly afte rw a rd s to Long P rairie, 
M inn., w here he purchased 160 acres 
of land- 
A fter building a house and 
otherw ise im proving the 
land, 
he 
sold his farm , returned to L ittle Fall i 
and operated a drug store, a general 
m ercantile store and built holmes u n ­ 
der contract u n til 1870. 
In 1870 Mr. Gravel, Sr., established 
him self at B rainerd, Minn., where he 
took co n tra cts for building culverts 
and bridges for the N orthern Pacific 
railroad. 
D uring the next two years 
he was engaged in building culverts 
and bridges from B rainerd to Fargo, 
N. D., w ith Brainerd his h ead q u ar­ 
ters. 
He then supplied the N o rth e rn 
Pacific railroad with ties 
and 
tim ­ 
ber u n d er a 
contract 
lasting 
two 
years. 
Upon leaving B rainerd he re­ 
moved to L ittle Falls w here 
he 
r e ­ 
ceived a contract for carry in g mail 
between St. 
Cloud 
and 
Brainerd. 
Minn., o p eratin g a stage line until 
the N o rth ern Pacific 
railroad 
was 
com yieted. in 1876. 
In p artn ersh ip 
•with F. X- Goulet, Mr. Gravel then 
constructed a flour mill 
at

ville, a tow n nam ed for him.

serve Board is sharply critized for 
the course it pursued in 1919, 1920, 
and 1921, and the Commission declares 
the Board should have restricted cred­ 
it expansion, inflation and speculation 
by Increases in discount, rates early 
in 1919 instead of delaying such ac­ 
tion for nearly a year. 
When the Fed­ 
eral Reserve Board and reserve banks 
finally adopted this policy, the Com­ 
mission says, loans and discounts, cu r­ 
rency and prices, had reached such a 
point that, deflation was a process ac­ 
companied by perpendicular and very 
m aterial declines in prices, which were 
the cause of great losses and hardship 
upon banks, communities and individ­ 
uals alike. 
Legislation is recommended by the 
Commission to fill the gap between the 
short and long time credit furnished 
the farm er under the present batiking 
machinery. 
Amendments to the Fed­ 
eral farm loan act and the Federal re­ 
serve act are suggested wit Ii tv view to 
providing credit for agriculture for 
periods of six months to Hire** years. 
P relim inary 
recommendations

this line have already received the ap­ 
proval of the Advisory Council of the 
Federal Reserve system. 


DEPARTMENT OF EDUCATION 


Two plans are now being considered 
at Washington for reorganizing the 
educational function 
of 
the 
nation. 
One plan provides for the creation of 
a, departm ent of education, under a 
secretary of education, who shall he 
a member of the P resident’s cabinet, 
the departm ent to adm inister all edu­ 
cational activities of Hie Government, 
not intimately and directly related to 
some other department, provisions for 
which are contained in the Towner- 
Sterling hill. 
The other plan calls for 
the creation of a departm ent of public 
welfare, under a secretary, who shall 
he a member of the P resident’s cabi­ 
net, but whose departm ent would in­ 
clude education as a subdivision, along 
with veteran relief, health, social and 
other m ore or less related subjects. 
The first mentioned plan has been 
endorsed by the General Federation of 
W om n’s clubs, and the departm ent of 
applied education of this organization 
is making a strong effort to secure 
the passage of the Tow ner-Sterling 
bill, formerly known as the Smith- 
T ow ner hill.

state are writing the m em bers of the 
Congressional Committee on Reorgan­ 
ization of the Executive Department, 
urging the creation of a separate de­ 
partm ent of education.
